‘Treacherous' 
conditions a 
factor in fatal 
collision: RCMP 

Icy road conditions are 
being blamed for a fatal 
crash south of Edmonton 
Saturday. 

Four people were killed 
in the collision after a 
Saturn Ion collided with a 
tractor-trailer on Highway 
21 . 

Leduc RCMP responded 
to a head on collision just 
before 11 a.m. Saturday. 

According to police, the 
Saturn was heading north¬ 
bound when it hit an icy 
patch, lost control and col¬ 
lided with a tractor-trailer. 

The four passengers in¬ 
side the Saturn were killed 
on impact. 

The RCMP is not 
releasing the names of the 
victims at this time, as they 
try to contact next of kin. 

An RCMP official called 
the road conditions Satur¬ 
day “treacherous” and the 
contributing factor in the 
collision. 

The tractor-trailer’s 
driver and passenger were 
not injured. RCMP is also 
investigating a fatal crash 
near Sylvan Lake Friday, fol¬ 
lowing a three-car collision. 

A 46-year-old man and 
a 30-year-old woman were 
killed when a Chevrolet 
truck crossed the centerline 
of Highway 766 and col¬ 
lided with a Nissan Armada. 

RCMP believes alcohol 
may have been a factor 
in that crash and are not 
considering road conditions 
or weather. 

Meanwhile, Edmonton 
police continue to inves¬ 
tigate the circumstances 
surrounding the death of 
a 27-year-old person, killed 
after a two-car collision 
early Saturday morning. 
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Fire department looks 
to add more inspectors 


City budget. 

Inspectors struggling 
to keep pace with 
Edmonton's growth 


The city’s fire inspectors are 
struggling to keep up with the 
demand for their work and re¬ 
lief might not be coming in the 
city’s budget. 

Fire Rescue Services is look¬ 
ing to add four fire inspectors 


to their ranks, as well as four 
officers for training at a cost of 
$1.1 million, but the request is 
currently unfunded. 

Deputy Fire Chief Russell 
Croome said the inspectors can 
play an important role in pre¬ 
venting fires and also making 
sure people can escape blazes. 

“They will go in and make 
sure that the building systems, 
fires safety systems are oper¬ 
ational and being maintained 
appropriately,” he said. 

Croome said the depart¬ 
ment is still meeting its targets 
for inspecting maximum-risk 
facilities — places like seniors’ 
homes that don’t have sprink¬ 


lers — but they’re struggling 
to get to high-risk facilities, like 
factories and warehouses. 

The number of both high- 
risk and maximum-risk facili¬ 
ties in the city has grown by 46 
per cent since 2011. 

He said the department also 
wants to be more aggressive 
when they inspect construction 
sites, which have seen many 
large fires in the past few years. 

“The dollar loss in construc¬ 
tion sites over the last decade, 
they have been staggering and 
so we have made a concerted 
effort to get to construction 
sites,” he said. 

Croome said despite the de¬ 


partment’s focus they are not 
getting to all sites. 

“We’re living in a very ro¬ 
bust construction city, so that 
challenge has been significant,” 
he said. 

With budget deliberations 
set for this week, Coun. An¬ 
drew Knack said the issue of 
the inspectors hasn’t come up 
as a major concern with the 
firefighters he has spoken with, 
but he is open to the argument. 

“I would defer to their ex¬ 
pertise in this case and if they 
feel that is one of the highest 
priorities than I think we need 
to have that conversation,” he 
said.

Online voting: Way of the 
future or security headache? 


Vote by click. City 
abandoned idea for 
last municipal vote

One city councillor is ready to 
reboot the idea of online vot¬ 
ing, with the hope you will be 
able to vote by click in 2017. 

Coun. Andrew Knack has 
asked city administration for 
a report on the city’s last look 
at online voting in 2012 and 
wants to see the city embrace 
the idea. 

In 2012, the last council 
voted against the idea after 
security concerns about the 
process arose. Knack said he 
believes the security concerns 
were overblown. 


“I think it sort of spooked 
people and there was a fear of 
safety,” he said. 

He said recent municipal 
elections in Ontario prove the 
idea can work. 

“About a quarter of On¬ 
tario’s population had access 
to online voting in their past 
election, in various munici¬ 
palities and what we have 
seen thus far, is there were no 
breaches on the security side 
of things,” Knack said. 

The city experimented 
with a mock-vote and ad¬ 
ministration recommended 
a limited use of online voting 
in the 2013 election, before 
council voted against the 
idea. 

Knack said other juris¬ 
dictions have proven online 
voting can work and the city 
would be delaying the inevit¬ 
able if they voted against it 
again. 


“It has never been a ques¬ 
tion of if we’re ever going to 
do it. It’s always been when 
and I think the Ontario elec¬ 
tion proves that when is 
now,” he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
was one of those who voted 
against the idea last time. He 
said even if all of the security 
concerns can be addressed, 
he would still be worried. 

“Somebody could easily 
vote on someone else’s behalf 
as long as they had the pin 
number or someone could in¬ 
timidate someone to voting,” 
he said. 

Sohi said in the security of 
a voting booth no one knows 
who voted for who and he be¬ 
lieves people should have that 
right completely unfettered. 

“They are making that de¬ 
cision on their own and that 
is so fundamental for democ¬ 
racy.” 



Wolf cull barely stabilizes caribou numbers: Study 



New research shows that 
killing hundreds of wolves 
has barely managed to sta¬ 
bilize the numbers of a 
threatened Alberta caribou 
herd in a region increasingly 
impacted by industry. 

The study, conducted by 
some of the province’s top 
caribou scientists and pub¬ 
lished online late last week, 
suggests that Albertans face 
a stark choice as their gov¬ 
ernment prepares legally 
required plans to restore the 
herds. 


Culled wolves 


841 

By 2012,841 wolves had been poisoned 
or shot from helicopters. 


“One hopes that it’s not 
just some window dressing 
that’s going on,” said Stan 
Boutin, a University of Al¬ 
berta biologist and one of 
the co-authors. 

“If ... the plan is one that 


tries to satisfy all the play¬ 
ers in the game, it becomes 
a thing where each of the 
players at the table are in 
there primarily to ensure 
they don’t lose too much, 
as opposed to the overall 
objective. Which is, what do 
we have to bloody well do to 
keep caribou around?” 

The study examines the 
effect of a seven-year wolf 
cull in the northwestern 
Alberta range of the Little 
Smoky caribou herd — 
roughly 70 animals scratch¬ 


ing out a living on land 95 
per cent disturbed by forest¬ 
ry and energy development. 

Seismic lines and cut- 
blocks from that develop¬ 
ment allow wolves deep into 
the undisturbed portions of 
the forest, adding further 
pressure. 

In an attempt to keep 
caribou from disappearing, 
Alberta began an annual 
cull of about 45 per cent of 
the wolves on that range in 
2005.

‘The message is getting 
out’ Edmonton police 
believe upgrade to 
roadside breathalyzers a

Edmonton Police saw a big 
decline in impaired driv¬ 
ing arrests in 2013, but they 
don’t believe roads were truly 
any safer. 

In a report to the police 
commission last week, Sgt. 
Conrad Moschansky told 
commissioners that impaired 
driving arrests dropped to 
1,956 in 2013, down from 
2,223 the year prior. 

Moschansky said the drop 
came at the same time as 
police were upgrading their 
roadside breathalyzers and 
he believes that was one fac¬ 
tor in the decline. 


CheckStop season 


• While Edmonton Police 
will be doing a stepped- 
up CheckStop campaign 
in the holiday season, 
Moschansky said the 
service is also trying to 
spread them throughout 
the year as well. 


• Most of the city’s 
impaired driving ar¬ 
rests don’t happen at 
CheckStops, but through 
the Curb the Danger pro¬ 
gram and police patrols. 


“We were transitioning 
from an aging breath-testing 
instrument that we had in 
service from 1997 to 2013,” 
he said. 

He said that transition 
meant some officers weren’t 
trained on the new equip¬ 
ment, making it difficult to 
make arrests. 

“We had to re-train all of 


our members and that in¬ 
volves a five-day course that 
they have to attend,” he said. 

Edmonton impaired driv¬ 
ing arrests had been holding 
steady at around 2,200 arrests 
annually for several years 
prior to 2013. Moschansky 
said it would be great if the 
decline last year was because 
people are finally getting the 
message, but he’s not confi¬ 
dent that is the case. 

“Maybe the message is get¬ 
ting out and I hope that it is, 
but from where I sit, I know 
the change for us was bring¬ 
ing that new instrument on¬ 
line,” he said. 

Moschansky said the dis¬ 
ruption of adding the new 
breathalyzer was also un¬ 
avoidable. 

“You can’t buy parts for a 
1963 Volkswagen any more, 
you just can’t buy parts for 
them. The older instruments 
were extremely reliable, but 
they were getting old and get¬ 
ting replacement parts was 
difficult.”

EPS launching cyber detail 


Edmonton police are hoping 
to stay one step ahead of 
cyber criminals with a new 
division launching next year. 

The Edmonton police 
commission got an update 
on the Cyber Crime Investiga¬ 
tive Detail, which will launch 
early in 2015, at last week’s 
meeting. 

Insp. Chad Tawfilc said it 
will expand on the existing 
tech crimes unit to keep up 
with technology and its use 
in crime. 

“Just the variety and the 


diversity of products being 
used and the types of of¬ 
fences being committed with 
them is causing us to have to 
respond,” he said. 

Tawfilc said technology is 
being used in a wide variety 
of crimes from cyber bullying 
to fraud and the police need 
to focus on it. 

“We have to be able to 
respond and have the right 
people with the right skills 
to deal with those investiga¬ 
tions,” he said.

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Majority of Canadians 
back Iraq mission: Poll 


Forum Research 
Poll. 66 per cent of 
voters agree with the 
Canadian effort to 
combat ISIL militants 


About two-thirds of Canadians 
support the mission in Iraq 
and consider the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL) a 
threat to Canada that must be 
confronted overseas, a new poll 
says. 

Days after Canada’s third 
bombing mission destroyed 
a warehouse and training 
ground in northern Iraq, a 
Forum Research poll found 66 
per cent of voters agree with 
the Canadian effort to combat 
ISIL. Our contribution to this 
war effort includes bombing 
missions by six CF-18 fighter 
jets. 

The survey found that 30 
per cent do not agree with the 
mission — a position mirrored 
by 40 per cent of voters aged 
18-34, and 37 per cent of those

About two thirds of vot¬ 
ers support the claim that ISIL 
must be combatted in Iraq to 
stop the group from spreading 
into Canada. 

A strong majority of Can¬ 
adians — 70 per cent — believe 
the country needs tougher anti¬ 
terrorism laws. 

Of those polled, 72 per cent 
agree that Canadians deemed

ist movements, should have

A prom¬ 
ise from the three Maritime provinces to have a levy in place before the end of the year to support a marketing 
strategy for the region’s embattled $i-billion lobster industry is facing more delays. The levy, first proposed in 
a report over a year ago, would see lobster fishermen and the onshore side of the industry (such as processors) 
each pay one cent per pound of lobster caught to cover the cost of advertising campaigns and other strategies 
to promote their product, which has been plagued by slumping prices in recent years. The levy would cost the 
industry about $2.5 million annually, the Maritime lobster panel report said.

Hacker group claims 
Barrhaven teen framed 
by police for ‘swatting’

A hacker claiming to be with 
the loose-knit group Anonym¬ 
ous crashed the City of Ottawa 
and Ottawa Police websites over 
the weekend in a purported 
bid to clear the name of a Bar¬ 
rhaven teen charged with 60 of¬ 
fences related to “swatting.” 

A statement from the hack¬ 
er distributed to media Sunday 
says the teen was framed for 
the crime and plans to release 
documents in the coming days 
to prove his innocence. 

“We will not rest, we will 
not stop, until the police admit 


their mistake and drop all 
charges against the innocent 
youth,” the group said in a 
statement read aloud by the 
teen’s father during a press con¬ 
ference Sunday. 

The teen’s father, who can¬ 
not be named to protect his 
son’s identity, showed repor¬ 
ters what he says are listening 
devices planted in his home 
by police. The father also had 
a Purolator box with a snap- 
together computer — a pack¬ 
age he claims was sent by a man 
in New Jersey in an attempt to 
breach the teen’s house arrest 
conditions. The hacker group 
also published the New Jersey 
man’s name and address. 

“My son has been framed; 
I have known that all along,” 
said the father, explaining that 
on May 8, his son was arrested 
for “swatting” — allegedly mak¬ 
ing prank calls across North 
America that forced emer-

gency response teams to be 
sent out under false pretenses. 
He says his son was arrested, 
but the Twitter account @prob- 
ablyonion2 that police allege 
his son was using was tweeting 
an hour later. 

The City of Ottawa website 
was targeted Friday afternoon, 
as users were brought to a 
screen with a dancing banana 
and a text message targeting 
police officer Joel Demore. The 
city’s website was back up Sun¬ 
day, but the police website re¬ 
mained down all day.

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Muslim clerics come together 
in bid to counter extremism 


Iran. ISILin particular 
is seen as a strong

Shiite and Sunni clerics from 
about 80 countries gathered in 
Iran’s holy city of Qom Sunday 
to develop a strategy to combat 


extremists including the Islam¬ 
ic State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL) group that has captured 
large parts of Iraq and Syria. 

Ayatollah Nasser Malcarem 
Shirazi, the chief organizer of 
the conference, appealed for 
consensus among Islam’s two 
main branches, urging them 
to expose extremist ideology as 
absurd and to discredit groups 


espousing it. 

Other speakers at the two- 
day conference blamed the 
U.S. and Israel for the creation 
of ISIL, saying it was formed to 
position “Islam against Islam.” 

ISIL is widely seen as a 
threat to Islam because it re¬ 
sorts to barbarism and brutal 
massacres in the name of the 
religion, the associated press

Across ISIL-controlled 
regions, the group is act¬ 
ively conscripting children for 
battle and committing abuses 
against the most vulnerable 
at a young age, according to 


a growing body of evidence 
assembled from residents, 
activists, independent experts 
and human rights groups. 

“This is something that is 
being observed and seems to 
be part of the strategy of the 
group,” said Leila Zerrougui, 
U.N. representative for chil¬ 
dren and armed conflict. 

A UN panel concluded that 
in its enlistment of children 


for active combat roles, ISIL is 
perpetrating abuses and war 
crimes on a massive scale “in 
a systematic and organized 
manner.” The group “priori¬ 
tizes children as a vehicle for 
ensuring long-term loyalty, 
adherence to their ideology 
and a cadre of devoted fighters 
that will see violence as a way 
of life,” the UN said in a report.

Anxiety and speculation 
mounted Sunday in the St. 
Louis suburb of Ferguson as 
residents awaited a decision 
by a grand jury on whether 
to indict a white police offi¬ 
cer in the shooting death of 
an unarmed black 18-year- 
old. 

More than 3-1/2 months 
have passed since police Of¬ 
ficer Darren Wilson killed 
Michael Brown after a con¬ 
frontation in the middle of 
a street in Ferguson. The 
shooting triggered riots 
and looting, and police re¬ 
sponded with armoured 
vehicles and tear gas. 

The incident reignited 
debate over how police deal 
with young black men, and 
drew attention to racial 
tensions simmering in U.S. 
communities four decades 


after the civil rights move¬ 
ment of the 1960s. 

Two-thirds of Ferguson’s 
residents are black but the 
police force is almost entire¬ 
ly white. 

Many in the St. Louis area 
thought a grand jury deci¬ 
sion on whether to charge 
Wilson with a crime would 
be announced Sunday, based 
partly on a stepped-up po¬ 
lice presence in the preced¬ 
ing days, including the set¬ 
ting up of barricades around 
the justice centre where the 
panel was meeting. 

The grand jurors met Fri¬ 
day but apparently didn’t 
reach a decision, and they 
were widely expected to re¬ 
convene on Monday, though 
there was no official con¬ 
firmation of that. 

Grand juries, composed 
of regular citizens, deter¬ 
mine only whether prob¬ 
able cause exists to indict a 
suspect. If the jury indicts 
Wilson, a separate trial will 
be held to decide whether to 
convict or acquit him.

New integrity 
rules may hurt 
the economy 

New federal rules that 
threaten to ban companies 
convicted of crimes from 
public contracts could kill 
jobs and hurt the Canadian 
economy, warns a study 
conducted for a powerful 
business group. 

The report lists the 
potential consequences of 
Ottawa’s so-called integ¬ 
rity framework, a measure 
strengthened last spring to 
disqualify would-be sup¬ 
pliers busted in Canada or 
abroad for offences such as 
fraud, bribery and extortion. 

The companies would 
face a 10-year ban, or debar¬ 
ment, from vying for the 
often-lucrative procurement 
deals offered through the 
government’s primary con¬ 
tracting department: Public 
Works. 

But such bans would 
not only inflict damage on 
suspended firms, they also 
risk “far-reaching harm” on 
Canada’s economy, says the 
study, commissioned by the 
Canadian Council of Chief 
Executives. 

The report was one of 
two research documents the 
council forwarded to Public 
Works last week. The depart¬ 
ment says its officials are 
reviewing both reports.

Apparently my last column touched a nerve 
with the Financial Services and Utilities de¬ 
partment at the city. I opined that I was twitchy 
about the ability of the city to ensure infra¬ 
structure needs to keep up with developments 
in the downtown. 

The department sent a letter with a number 
of links to all the plans they have in place. I have 
posted the letter in the online comments sec¬ 
tion that follows this column if you want to see 
what they are. 

I certainly wasn’t suggesting the city didn’t 
have any plans. I knew they had plans replete 
with financial analyses, spreadsheets, graphs, 
charts, PowerPoints and key messages. This 
city is really good at creating plans. What I was 
questioning was its ability to deliver on those 
plans as written. 

And why did I wonder about this? Well, be¬ 
cause we have seen a number of instances 
where we have seen a significant difference be¬ 
tween what was planned and what was pro¬ 
duced. 

In July 2012, storms flooded about 1,700 
basements in Edmonton. About a third of those 
were in Millwoods. Not surprisingly, a lot of 
people there were not very happy. They were 
told the city was going to spend $50 million on 
a new storm tunnel that would help alleviate 
flooding. But in August of 2013 there was more 
flooding. So much for that planning. 


Infrastructure 


“Maybe it’s just me, but these kinds 
of things make me wonder how well 
the city will deliver on all its infra¬ 
structure plans.” 

The new Groat Road Bridge was projected to 
cost $7.4 million in 2001. Twelve years later the 
cost was projected to be $20.7 million. The ac¬ 
tual cost comes in at $32.2 million. I am sure 
there were all kinds of plans, charts and graphs 
for that project as well. 

The Metro LRT line was scheduled to be up 
and running in April of this year. Then it was 
scheduled to open in June. Then it was suppos¬ 
ed to open at the end of this year. Now it is 
scheduled to be open at the beginning of next 
year. Were those delays part of the planning 
process? 

Then there is the difference between the 
projected and actual cost of taking over photo 
radar, that ballooned from $6.7 million to $53.4 
million. I am sure there was a plan in place 
there, too. 

Now we have the city auditor pointing out 
that the city isn’t enforcing its quality assur¬ 
ance standards for road reconstruction. And 
what do transportation officials have to say. 
You guessed it: they are promising better re¬ 
ports.

RE: Edmonton infrastructure isn’t sexy, but we need it, 
published Nov. 18,2014 

Mr. Harding, your column suggests the City is not ready for 
the large number of exciting development projects 
happening in the downtown. 

Your column further suggests that we have not 
planned for renewing the aging infrastructure, particularly 
storm and sanitary sewers, and that we are not keeping 
pace with new developments. 

In fact, the City has been preparing and planning for 
downtown growth for some time. The award-winning 
Capital City Downtown Plan, approved in 2010 , and the 
Quarters Downtown Plan, approved in 2009 , both set out 
a vision for our downtown and includes the strategies the 
City is using to promote and manage growth in our 
downtown. Both plans work towards the City's goal of 


promoting development closerto our core, which takes 
advantage of existing infrastructure such as roads, transit, 
and LRT, and reduces our overallinfrastructure needs. 

An important part of realizing these plansis the 
innovative funding tool known as the Community 
Revitalization Levy (CRL). There are two CRLs for the 
downtown area that are targeted precisely at ensuring 
that we have in place the infrastructure required to not just 
keep pace with development, but enhance development 
in the downtown. 

The City estimates that the Capital City Downtown CRL 
will generate sufficient revenue over its 20 year life to fund 
approximately $500 million in newinfrastructure 
downtown, including new pipes, parks and streets. The 
Quarters Downtown CRLis also projected to cover $56 
million in infrastructureimprovements. 

Some of the infrastructure projects the City is investing 
in through these CRLs are: 

• sewer and streetscape improvements in The 
Quarters Downtown -$56 million 

• the downtown arena and related public 
infrastructure-$200 million 

• increasing the capacity of the sewer system in the 
downtown (1st phase) -$35 Million 

• Jasper Avenue revitalization including 
underground infrastructure-$55 million. 


Construction in The Quarters Downtown and on the 
arena and associated infrastructure has already begun. 
Earlyin 2015 , construction will begin on the drainage 
"backbone" into and through the downtown. These 
projects funded through the CRLs will achieve some real 
benefits in ensuring that Edmonton'sinfrastructure can 
support our dynamic downtown growth. 

Details on the City's infrastructure planning are 
contained both in the CRLs and in the 2015-2018 Capital 
Budget. Overall, the $4-3 billion proposed for this next 
4-year capital budget cycle would see 55% of the total 
($ 2.38 billion) gotoward new and enhanced infrastructure 
and 45 %ofthetotal($i .92 billion) gotoward replacement 
and rehabilitation of existing infrastructure. As a 
conscientious owner of a $40 billion inventory of 
municipal assets, the City is committed to making the best 
decisions in terms of when and howto maintain, repair, 
renew, replace or retire key assets in a cost-effective 
manner.

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Teen lovers’ murder mystery 
captivates the world by podcast

Online. Passionate 
fans debate weekly 
series that casts doubt 
on guilt of Maryland 
teen jailed for killing 
and burying girlfriend 


For 15 years, nobody outside 
Maryland cared much about 
the murder of a South Korean- 
born high school teen, suppos¬ 
edly at the hands of her ex- 
boyfriend, the son of Pakistani 
immigrants. 

Now, it seems, eveiyone 
does. The perplexing tale of 
Hae Min Lee and Adnan Syed is 
at the heart of Serial, an hour- 
long weekly podcast that’s be¬ 
come an unlikely global Inter¬ 
net phenomenon. 

Fans speak of being “ad¬ 
dicted” and “obsessed” with the 
program. Those who caught 
the bug early can’t wait for 
Thursdays, when fresh install¬ 
ments drop. Latecomers binge 
on past episodes. 

It’s been downloaded more 
than five million times from 
Apple’s iTunes store, where 
it’s a Top 10 hit in the United 
States, Canada, Britain, Aus¬ 
tralia, India, South Africa and 
Germany. It can also be heard 
on the show’s website at serial- 
podcast.org. 

Between episodes, chatter 
rages on social media. Reddit 
hosts an exhaustive Serial dis¬ 
cussion board. Bloggers specu¬ 
late who’s telling the truth — 
and who might not be. 

Serial is a spinoff from This 
American Life, a long-running 
U.S. public radio series that’s 
famous for its quirky topics and 
laid-back stoiytelling style. 


Its runaway success — as a 
podcast, no less — has taken its 
creators by surprise. 

“We kind of expected to be 
in the sleepier realms of the 
podcast world,” says senior pro¬ 
ducer Julie Snyder. “We were 
hoping for good numbers. But 
we were not at all expecting so 


many people listening and writ¬ 
ing about the show, and having 
a lot of interest about the show. 
And it’s international. We 
didn’t plan for that at all.” 

Serial comes across as part 
investigative journalism, part 
police procedural, part soap 
opera, with a nod to the 19th- 


centuiy serialized novels of 
Charles Dickens and Emile Zola. 

Hae and Adnan — eveiyone 
in Serial is called by their first 
name by narrator and journal¬ 
ist Sarah Koenig — are high 
school sweethearts who keep 
their love a secret from their 
conservative immigrant fam-

ilies. In the opening episodes, 
both come across as bright all- 
American teenagers — popular, 
getting good grades, holding 
down part-time jobs, looking 
forward to prom night. 

But when romance turns to 
breakup, Adnan, overcome by 
anger, strangles Hae and, with 
a pal, buries her in a shallow 
grave, where a passerby finds 
her three weeks later. 

At least, that’s the version 
prosecutors gave jurors at a 
six-week trial that ended with 
Adnan getting a life sentence in 
a Maiyland penitentiaiy, where 
he remains at the age of 32. 

Koenig revisits the case in 
forensic detail — interviewing 
witnesses who sometimes con¬ 
tradict themselves, pursuing 
neglected leads, chatting regu¬ 
larly by phone with the impris¬ 
oned Adnan, who maintains he 
is innocent. 

It’s unclear whether Serial 
might turn up fresh material to 
compel judicial authorities to 
reopen the case — but Snyder 
says that’s not the point. 

“We’ve said from the begin¬ 
ning that we don’t know where 
it’s going to end,” she added. 

Serial is likely to run 12 epi¬ 
sodes overall, but the producer 
cautions: “We don’t know for 
sure, because we are still doing 
the reporting.” afp

The Calgaiy Stampeders are a 
win away from capping a stellar 
season with a Grey Cup. 

After matching the fran¬ 
chise’s best record of 15-3, 
Calgaiy will play the Hamilton 
Tiger-Cats in the championship 
game Nov. 30 in Vancouver. 

The Stampeders were ef¬ 
ficient and versatile in a 43-18 
win over the Edmonton Es¬ 
kimos in Sunday’s West Div¬ 
ision final. With the Eskimos 
limiting the top rushing of¬ 
fence in the league, the Stam¬ 
peders won it in the air. 

Calgaiy claimed the Grey 
Cup in John Hufnagel’s first 
year as head coach and GM in 
2008. 

Upset losses at home in the 
West final to Saskatchewan in 
2010 and 2013 — when Cal¬ 
gary’s records were 13-5 and 
14"4 respectively—were deflat¬ 
ing conclusions to outstanding 
campaigns. 

Despite record of 88-37-1 
in Hufnagel’s seven seasons at 
the helm, Calgaiy’s only other 
appearance in a Grey Cup was 
in 2012 when they lost to the 
Toronto Argonauts. 

“We’ve been working for so 
long and we’ve experienced so 
much disappointment,” Stam- 
peder running back Jon Cor¬ 
nish said.

The ground game with Eddie 
Lacy was working so well for 
Green Bay that even Aaron 
Rodgers wanted a running play 
to try to put Minnesota away. 

“I just kind of chuckled, be¬ 


cause it’s usually the other way 
around,” Packers coach Mike 
McCarthy said. 

Lacy and the offensive line 
delivered a four-yard run on 
third-and-2 to take the clock to 
the two-minute warning, and 
one more first down sealed a 
24-21 victoiy for the Packers 
over the Vikings on Sunday. 

Rodgers gave Green Bay his 
usual confident, accurate, pro¬ 
ductive game, but the biggest 
lift came from Lacy in the form 


of 125 yards on 25 powerful 
carries. “He’s agile for a guy his 
size. He’s got a great spin move. 
He takes care of the football. He 
does all the things you want,” 
said Rodgers, who threw two 
touchdown passes and again 
avoided a turnover while the 
Packers (8-3) moved into sole 
possession of first place in the 
NFC North. 

Lacy scored twice, on a run 
in the first quarter and a catch 
in the fourth quarter. The Vi¬ 


kings (4-7) cut the lead to three 
with 3:23 remaining on Teddy 
Bridgewater’s second touch¬ 
down pass of the day, but the 
Packers sent in their “Jumbo” 
set with a sixth offensive line¬ 
man to squelch a comeback. 

Vikings coach Mike Zimmer 
said he should’ve called for an 
onside kick from the 50-yard 
line, after a roughing-the-passer 
penalty on the Packers during 
the previous play.
